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Trustees’ Report. 


To the City Council of the City of New Bedford : 


GENTLEMEN: — The Trustees of the Free Public. 
Library present herewith their 53d annual report, 
including the report of the librarian. To that report the 
trustees refer the City Council for a detailed account of 
the activities of the library during the past year, com- 
mending also the suggestions made by him. 

The trustees have every reason to feel great satisfac- 
tion with the manner in which the work of the hbrary is 
directed and with the zeal and fidelity of the entire staff. 
The work continually grows more taxing, indicating a 
near approach of the time when additions to the force 
must be made if the public continues to be served in the 
manner which it has grown to expect. In nothing is the 
extension of the library’s enterprise and activity so 
marked as in the department of furnishing information on 
a great variety of topics. The librarian has, by every 
means in his power, encouraged the public to ask for this 
information, and the task has grown to a degree which is 
~ realized only by those in close touch with the library work. 

Many of the questions asked may appear to some to 
be trivial, but neither the trustees nor the librarian feel 
that any searcher for knowledge, however trifling its 
nature may be, should be ignored or repelled. It is a 
conspicuous part of the office of a modern library to serve 
as a gigantic cyclopedia for the community in which it is 
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located, and it is no part of the duty of its officials to dis- 
criminate as to the importance of the varying applications 
for information: But to meet the demand and to make 
the resources of the library of the most value, it is neces- 
sary that trained and skillful service should be provided. 
The trustees respectfully call attention to the fact that 
the present service, efficient as it is, will undoubtedly 
become insufficient within a very few years. As undoubt- 
edly a competent staff of attendants is as necessary to a 
library as books, the problem of providing for widening 
needs of administration will soon be strenuously pressing. 

The trustees again call attention to the necessity of 
enlarged reading room accommodations, and particularly 
to the great need of a children’s room, under intelligent 
and sympathetic direction. 

Although the bequest of Mrs. Sarah E. Potter is not 
yet available for the uses of the library, and although the 
trustees have as yet no official knowledge of the gift, we 
desire to express our appreciation of the benefaction, 
which opens up possibilities of usefulness that can hardly 
yet be realized. |

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Librarian’s Report. 





To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library : 


GENTLEMEN: —I respectfully submit the following 
report on the condition of the library, and the work of the 
year just past. 

The accommodations of the building were improved 
during the spring by the addition of a new gallery and 
stacks, providing extra room for about fifteen thousand 
volumes. Such, however, was the crowded condition of 
the stacks, that the growth of the library for five years at 
the outside, will again severely tax the space devoted to 
books. Although the stacks are overflowing, yet the 
' greatest inconvenience is felt in the quarters devoted to 
the cataloguing and accession departments of the library, 
while the reading and reference room is usually uncom- 
fortably crowded. There can be no permanent improve- 
ment in these respects until the time shall come when a 
new library building can be provided. Meanwhile, the- 
work of the library will be carried on as smoothly and 
profitably as the conditions will warrant. 

The notable bequest by the will of Mrs. Sarah E. 
Potter of $250,000.00 for the purchase of books and other 
supplies of the library, marks an epoch in the history of 
this institution, and will undoubtedly prove of the greatest 
influence on its future. It will give an opportunity to 
build up special collections in a way which will help to 
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put our library in an extremely satisfactory position 
among the larger libraries of the country. 

The circulation of books during the year bas been 
larger than the year before, by something over five 
thousand books. The percentage of fiction, owing to the 
plan of allowing two or more books to be taken out on one 
ecard, shows a slight decrease as seen by the annexed 
tables. The purchase of books amounted in number to 
3,966, costing $4,292.00, or an average of $1.08 per 
volume. During the summer, the vacation privilege was 
again extended to readers, and was very generally 
regarded as a great convenience. 

Our relations with other libraries in the interchange 
of books, have continued to be mutually agreeable, and 
bid fair to be of still greater benefit in the future. By the - 
process of inter-library loans, the resources of every 
library of the country are practically within the reach of 
the card-holders of every other library. 

The branch reading rooms have continued to render 
good service, and the plan of establishing collections of 
books at these stations, which can be taken out directly 
from the rooms, has proved to be a success, notably at the 
North Branch. Delivery stations have been established 
at six of the engine houses, where monthly delivery of 
books is made; the plan has worked well and promises to 
be of increasing value. It is hoped that within a few 
weeks, delivery stations may be established in the north, 
_west, and south-west sections of the city, where books 
may be delivered and collected three times a week. With 
the establishment of these stations, the city will be pretty 
well provided with library facilities. By loans of collec- 
tions of books to the teachers at the High school, a deli- 
very station has practically been provided for in that 
building. When the Kempton Fund, the gift of Sarah 
EK. Potter, becomes available, it would seem that similar 
privileges could well be extended to many of the 
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elementary schools, in addition to the library service 
which is now available. 

A class of twenty girls from the Harrington Training 
school was given a course of lessons in hbrary work 
during the early summer, which it was: hoped would be of 
great advantage to the young teachers about to graduate 
from that school. The class entered upon the work with 
enthusiasm, and the experiment was in all ways successful 
and should be continued with succeeding classes. 

The pamphlet containing a list of our Textile books 
has been widely circulated and has been in demand by 
libraries in all parts of the country. A revised edition 
will soon be published. ; 

The bulletins issued in connection with the monthly 
book lists have been continued, dealing with timely topics, 
such as the Russo-Japanese War, St. Louis Exposition, 
and summer excursions. Slips giving a suitable list of 
boys’ books have been freely distributed among the 
younger patrons of the library. The weekly display of 
art photographs has been continued through the year, : 
varied by special collections of Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas posters. . 

A collection of local business trade lists and adver- 
tising pamphlets has been made during the year. 

The Providence Journal published an_ illustrated 
account of the library in one of its Sunday issues in the 
autumn. In this connection I wish to notice the timely 
interest and helpful suggestions made by the local papers 
at various times through the year, which have tended to 
make the public better acquainted with the resources of 
the library and the help which can be obtained on appli- 
cation. 

Besides -the munificent gift of the Kempton Fund 
mentioned above, the gifts of books to the library will be 
noted in the accompanying appendix, by far the largest 
donor to the library being the United States Government, 
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Our library has been represented at most of the meet- 
ings of the Massachusetts Library Club, which has held 
several interesting and valuable sessions through the year. 

The work of the assistants merits commendation, and 
their labors, conducted as they have been in crowded and 
poorly ventilated rooms, have been all that could be 
expected. 

I would renew the suggestion which I made in my 
last report, that when it is possible to do so, the branch 
reading rooms should be open on Sundays. 

I wish to call special attention to the very large col- 
lection of periodicals to which the library is a subscriber. 
In a folder, which will soon be published, a classified list 
of such periodicals will be printed. These folders will be 
distributed from the delivery .desk in the library. 

The information work is constantly growing, and 
should be emphasized so that all may know that informa- 
tion on nearly every subject may be obtained freely at the © 
library, so whether the request comes by telephone, by 
letter, or by personal application, the entire resources of 
the library are within the reach of all interested ques- 
tioners. The public library, by location and by use, 
should be the center of the intellectual activity of any 
community, and the library best proves its right to 
existence when it best serves such a purpose.
